Owner Near Death 


Boston, Nov. 27.—(AP)—Bar- 


nett Welansky, owner of a Boston 
night club where 493 persons per- 
ished in a fire four years ago, was 
released from prison last night 
expressing the wish that he had 
died in the holocaust. 


Welansky was pardoned by Gov. 


Maurice J. Tobin (D) after a can- 
cer specialist 
reported that he 


would not be surprised if the 50- 
vear-old former operator of Co- 
coanut Grove night club died with- 
in a day or two and that he would 
be "surprised 
if he lives nine 


months." He said Welansky was 
suffering from cancer of the lung. 


Welansky had served a little 


more than three years of a 12 to 
15 year sentence for manslaugh- 
ter. 
He was pardoned over the 


protests of relatives of dozens of 
victims of the fire in November, 
1942—one of the worst in history. 


The governor's executive council 


approved the pardon, 5-4. with Lt. 
Gov. Robert F. Bradford (R) who 
succeeds Tobin in January, leading 
the opposition.

Washington, Nov. 27—(AP) — 


Food shortages may develop in 
major cities. Agricultural Depart- 
ment officials said today, if there 
is a prolonged coal strike. 


They told reporters they forsaw 


no" immediate disruption in pro- 
cessing and distributing supplies. 
But that should the strike con- 
tinue several weeks, 
shortages 


would 
become acute in many 


areas, particularly in big cities 
distant from major producing sec- 
tions. 


Drastic curtailment of rail ship- 


ments of livestock could bring on 
a meat shortage more severe, they 
said, than that which developed 
before the lifting of OPA price 
controls- 
While much livestock 


is moved to market by trucks, the 
latter might well be restricted for 
the want of gasoline normally 
moved by coal-burning locomo- 
tives. 


Officials said the effects of the 


strike will be felt first and most 
sharply in transportation of citrus 
fruits and fresh vegetables from 
Florida, Texas and California. 


Plants Need Coal 


Most of the nation's food pro- 


cessing plants depend upon coal. 
Hence, a pi-olonged shortage of 
fuel would force many such plants 
to curtail their operations if not 
close. 


In this category are dairy pro- 


ducts manufacturing plants, oil- 
seed crushing plants, refrigeration 
plants for perishable ^products, 
sugar refineries, flour mills, and 
meat packing plants. 


Officials said milk production 


might be seriously' affected, in 
areas where dairymen are de- 
pendent upon feed supplies shipped 
in by rail. Much of the east de- 
pends on grains grown in the mid- 
west. 


They said a long stoppage of 


corn production would make an 
already bad shortage of food fats 
and oils considerably worse. They 
reported that some west coast 
copra crushing plants already have 
been closed, and that plants for 
crushing soybeans, flaxseed and 
cottonseed face the same prospect.

Was Over; Surrender 


Manila, Nov. 27 —(AP)—Twen- 


ty-four armed Japanese soldier: 
who claimed they did not know the 
war was over surrendered without 
resistance Nov. 19 to Filipino mili- 
tary police on Pandananan island 
in the southwestern Philippines, 
it was announced today. 


Two captured Japanese officers 


from a Manila prisoner of war 
camp appealed to the stragglers 
by loud speakers. 
One of them 


finally negotiated the surrender.

Washington, Nov. 27 — (AP) — • 


Federal Judge T. Alan Goldsbor- 
ough said today John L. Lewis and 
his mine workers "are guilty pf 
contempt of court'" if it is proved 
legally they disregarded his order 
against a coal mine walkout. 


In those words, Goldsborough 


indicated that his decision in the 
contempt case against Lewis and 
his miners would not be influenced 
by the union's claim that the stop- 
strike order violated the Norris-La 
Guardia anti-injunction act.

Mysterious Disease 


Hits Penn. Infants 


Wilkes-Barre. Pa., Nov. 27.— 


A mysterious outbreak of an in- 
testinal disease among infants had 
claimed its 10th victim today while 
health authorities vainly sought 
the cause of the epidemic. 


Dr. J. T. Millington, county 


medical officer for the Pennsyl- 
vania state department of health, 
said all of the infants who suc- 
cumbed were born in the Nesbitt 
Memorial hospital 
in suburban 


Kingston and at least 11 others 
of the 31 who contracted the dis- 
ease also were born there. 


The 10 other cases were report- 


ed by the \vest side district nurses 
association and two physicians. 
The affected areas include largely 
mining communities. Five of the 
victims died early in November, 
shortly after birth. 


Kingsley Eckert. superintendent 


of Nesbitt hospital, said he was 
still trying to discover the source 
of the outbreak. 
He pointed out 


that the disease did not hit all 
children born at the hospital.

Mumps Revealed Today 


Washington, Nov. 27—(AP) — 


The United States Public Health 
Service has disclosed the pro- 
duction 
of a 
vaccine against 


mumps. 


The immunizing agent has been 


used successfully in monkeys and 
now is being tested for the pre- 
vention of mumps in man. 


Physicians of the health service 


said such vaccine not only would 
be a useful weapon against the 
disease in children but in addition 
has military 
importance. 
They 


•aid mumps "stands at the top of 
the list of diseases that incapaci- 
tates soldiers." 


Dr. Charles Armstrong, chief of 


the division of infectious diseases, 
said in an interview that mumps 
isn't considered a disease suffi- 
ciently widespread to justify vac- 
cinating all children. 


But the vaccine has another use. 


I* can be used in very small quan- 
tities as a test to determine wheth- 
er a person will contract mumps 
if exposed to the virus.
